The question was asked by a visitor

if tbe members of the club bave ob¬
served any permanent benefit from the

use of commercial fertilizers ; that is,
beyond the crop with which i! is applied.
Tbe sense of the club was not positiv» as
to tbe permanent benefit of commercial
fertilizer» in general. Mr. Harmon
sowed nitrate of soda on wheat, and

young grass laetspring(1900) on parto/
a field The grass wbere tbe biirate wan
sown nearly cricked tbe wheat and tne J
eame grass is this year (1901) markedly
better than tbat adjoining. Mr. Jas.
Roberts bad on one occasion similar
results from an applica'ion of nitrate
but subsequently bas failed. He has

had good permanent results from the
use or raw bone. Mr. E. E. Maaou
eome years ago tued "Boats" and saw

better results about three years ef.er-
ward than be be did on the crop with
which it .was applied. Mr. Lukeos
uses commercial terni t.- mainly to

give tbe crop a start.
Mr. F. Wilkinson suggested a return

to former methods for furnishing Mil

jeots for discussion and entertainment
at our meetings, embodying the ß?·
poiotment of a critical committee and a

committee on subjects for disctusion.
He also thought it advisable to bave
for tbe present a committee on new

members and atked for an expression
from tbe club.

After Home discussion a motion wan

carried to adopt Mr. Wiikineon'u sug-
geetions. It waa also decided that the

critical omuutiee should consirt of
three members aod the others each of
two.
